Spooner Bill Passes Senate by 
Sixty-seven to Six—Hepburn Says 
House Will not Gwe u Forty Votes 


POONER BILL 
PROVISIONS. 


{NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, June 19.— 
The Spoqner substitute, as 
amended and adopted by the 
Senate today, provides that the 
President, through the law 
Officers uf the government, shall 
determine whether a clear title 
can be obtained to the Panama 
Company’s property, rights and 
concessions. If he shall be 
satisfied that such title can be 
obtained, he shall purchase the 
property, rights and concessions 

. for $40,000,000, If, in his opin- 

ion, a clear title cannot be ob- 
tained, he shall proceed to con- 
struct an isthmian canal by 
the Nicaragua route. 

The bill further provides that 
a commission of seven shall be 
appointed by the President to 
supervise the work and to make 
arrangements for all the details 
of it. It also provides that 
bonds in the sum of $130,000,000, 
bearing 2 per cent. shall be 
issued to raise money with 
which to construct the canal.

It being morally certain that the 
President can get the Panama route, 
this bill is purely a Panama Canal 
Bul. The President is not allowed 
discretion in the choice of routes. He 
must take Panama first, if he can get 
it.. The bill carries the necessary ap- 
proprtations, — provides for the ap- 
pointment of a commission of seven 
men to have charge of the construc- 
tion of the canal after the route has 
been selected, and provides for a bond 
issue of $130,000,000 to pay for the work. 

There is some division of opinion 
about what the House will do with 
this bill. Those who profess to believe 
that leading Republicans in the Senate 
are trying to ‘‘film-flam” the people of 
the United States by creating a dead- 
lock between the two houses, so that 
there can be no legislation, insist that 
the House will never agree to the Pan- 
ama Bill, and it is certain the Senate 
will not agree to the Nicaragua route 
right away. Representatives Hepburn 
and Hull ef Iowa said tonight that the 
Senate’s action had killed canal legis- 
lation for a good while to come, and 
that the Panama proposition could not 
get forty votes in the House. Never- 
theless, the Panama proposition did 
get 102 votes in the House, and within 
the last six months. Better opinion is 
that the House, after some preliminary 
squabbling, will adopt the bill that the 
Senate passed today, and under that 
the canal will be constructed. 


The power behind canal legislation 
developed today, when the final vote 
came, and it was Panama or nothing, 
as far as_this session of Congress is 
concerned.

To a number of callers today the 
President stated that he finds a suf- 
ficient indorsement of his stand on the 
Cuban question in the action of the 
conventions recently held in South 
Dakota, Kansas and Nebraska. To 
@ personal friend he said he felt par- 
ticularly grateful to Congressman 
Burkett of Nebraska and Congressman 
Martin of South Dakota for their at- 
titude In their conventions; also, that 
he took a particular pride in the in-:

named.

DRIVEN BY HUNGER TO EAT THE 
BARK OFF TREES. 
| 
Boxer Outbreak in Chi Li Exaggerated. 
Big Fire in ‘ Hongkong—Remains of 
Li Hung Chang Removed to His Na- 
tive Village. 
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VICTORIA: (B. C.) June 19.—Ortental 
advices to June 5 were received here 
yesterday. They contain the informa- 
tion that the remains of Li Hung 
Chang have been removed to his na- 
tive village for interment. Many peo- 
ple witnessed the removal. 

The state of the famine districts of 
the province of Whang Ha Korea is de- 
plorable. In Yunan out of 5000 houses, 
2000 are empty, and scores of dropsical 
sufferers are lying by the road sides on 
the verge of starvation. In the Lavo 
Ha district conditions are even worse. 
The people have been driven by hun- 
ger to tear bark off of trees to eat, and 
under one tree five dead bodies were 
found. In the town of Im Chum a fam. 
ily suffering from starvation. were 
driven to eating the bodies of two of 
their younger children. 

The severity of the Boxer rising in 
Chi Li seems to have been exaggerated. 
Instead of there being 30,000 Boxers 
in the fleld, there were but 10,000 and 
they were twice severely defeated by 
the troops of the Viceroy. Among the 
siain was Kin, the Boxer leader who 
killed his wife and family before tak- 
ing the field at the head of the rebels, 

A second big fire occurred in Hong- 
kong !ast month, causing the destruc- 
tion of sixteen houses, and occaston- 
ing a loss of $200,000. 

An accident of a shocking descrip- 
tion occurred at the South Fort. Taku 
coolies were engaged in digging deep 
down in order to raise the piles that. 
had been driven by the Chinese in 
the course of construction, of the fort. 
When a sufficiently deep hole had 
been made three men went down to 
help to lift the pile away. While they 
were doing so, the earth, being of a 
loose, sandy nature, and the _ hole 
deep and abrupt, the ground caved in 
and buried the three coolles up to their 
necks. It being flood tide, the water 
rose and rapidly closed in over the 
three unfortunates in sight of the oth- 
ert, who were unable to extricate them 
in time.

UNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 

The latest European letter of 
Frank G. Carpenter, published in The 
Times Magazine of Sunday last, dealt 
with the street-railroad systems of 
British cities, and contained some in- 
teresting and striking facts in regard 


_ to the extent to which municipal own- 


ership has been carried in Great Brit- 


gin. Mr. Carpenter showed that the 


London County Council made a profit 
of about $350,000 last year from its 
street railroads, wnile giving the low- 
est rates ever knows. It is estimated 
that British cities in which municipal 
ownership obtains saved last year uver 
$20,000,000, and by so doing reduced 
their tax rates at least 10 per cent. 
Leeds runs its own tramways, and its 
profits last year were over $100,000. 
Manchester controls its gas works, 
electric lights and markets, and makes 
money off all of them. The same is 
true of Nottingham and Bolton, the 
two towns making a profit of some- 
thing like a half million dollars a 
year and giving a good service and a 
low rate for gas, electric lights, street 
cars and markets. 

Among other interesting facts men- 
tioned by Mr. Carpenter were the 
| following: 

“At present the money invested in 
municipal undertakings amounts to 
more than $400,000,000, and the ayv- 
erage annual income of these is more 
‘than $40,000,000, while, as I have said, 
the profits approximate $20,000,000 
annually. The towns are adding to 
their holdings from month to month. 
Glasgow has now municipal farms 
‘and Colchester owns oyster fisheries. 
There are cities which own mineral 
springs, Harrowgate, for instance, 
‘making $75,000 a year out of its baths. 
Chester has a race course, while Hull 
bas a municipal crematory. Sheffield, 
Liverpool, Bournemouth, Leicester and 
Giasgow are putting up crematories 
for the benefit of their citizens, and 
@ number of cities are discussing the 
buying of coal mines and furnish- 
ing their people coal at cost. This 
question arose on account of the high 
price of coal, and it has only abated 
on account of its fall. The municipal 
telephones are considerably cheaper 
than ours. Glasgow has a system 
which was opened last August, and 
which already covers about 150 square 
miles. The charges are about $27 a year 
for an unlimited number of calls, or 
$17.50 per year and 2 cents for each 
call made.” 

When the cities do not directly own 
their street railroads they make ex- 
ceedingly careful provision for the 
safeguarding of the interests of the 
public. The off-hand method of 
granting valuable public franchises 
for nothing, or next to nothing, which 
is the rule in this country, would not 
be tolerated for a moment in Great 
Britain. Take, for instance, a street 
railroad recently built in Hamilton, 
a small city near Glasgow, the par- 
Hiamentary grant for which was in- 
spected by Mr. Carpenter. He says: 

“It provides that from 5 until 9 


o'clock every morning and at 4 o'clock 


in the afternoon the company shall

There is no doubt that the sentiment 
which favors public ownership of the 
leading utilities by municipalities is 
steadily growing in this country, nor 
will .it always be possible to retard 
the growth of that sentiment by stat- 
ing or inferring that the American 
people are too far behind the British 
in common honesty to be able to suc- 
cessfully carry on public enterprises 


‘Jn this country as they are conducted 


across the Atlantic. There are argu- 
ments. to be adduced against the mu- 
nicipal ownership of public utilities, 
but Americans should certainly be 
ashamed to advance this as one of 
them. The rapidity or otherwise with 
which the public ownership idea may 
spread in the United States depends 
largely upon the good sense which 
the companies who hold franchises 
may display in realizing that they are 
the servants, not the masters, of the 
public. 


HE LAST BRIDGE CROSSED. 

The National Irrigation Bill, 
over which there has been such a 
protracted and determined fight, has 
at length become a law, having been 
signed by the President on Wednes- 
day. Under the provisions of this 
law, the receipts from sales of pub- 
lic lands in the arid States and Terri- 
tories, amounting to about $2,000,000 
per annum, with a surplus on hand of 
$6,000,000, are immediately available. 
The three irrigation projects upon 
which work will first commence, ac- 
cording to the programme, are those 
upon the Gila River, in Eastern Ari- 
zona, on the Truckee River, in Ne- 
vada, and on the St. Mary’s River, in 
Montana. 

The enterprise in which we of the 
Southwest are most interested is that 
of the San Carlos dam, on the Gila 
River, in Graham county. Special in- 
terest attaches to this particular en- 
terprise, because it will not only 
serve to furnish locations for homes 
to thousands of white settlers, but 
will also relieve the pressing needs of 
Indians living around the Sacaton 
agency, in Pinal county, who have al- 
Ways been good friends of the white 
settlers, in times when such friends 
were badly needed. 

As sales of land under the dam sites 
are made, the income of the govern- 
ment from this source will rapidly in-4 
crease, and work upon the construc- 
tion of new reservoirs will be cor- 
respondingly expedited. It is also 
without doubt that as the beneficent 
effects of the national irrigation sys- 
tem are realized by the people at large 
there will come a general demand for 
further and more liberal appropria- 
tions by Congress. 

Next to the National Irrigation As- 
sociation and the President, the credit 
for the final accomplishment of this 
important legislation is largely due 
to Representative Newlands of Ne- 
vada, a Democrat, who had the good 
sense and patriotism to recognize the 
fact that this was not a party meas- 
ure, but one in which the interests of 
the whole people were involved.

HE ONLY WAY. 
Mayor Hinchcliffe of Paterson, N. 
J., has taken measures for the preser- 
vation of the peace in that city which 
will probably prove effective. Extra 
police officers in large numbers have 
been sworn in, and all have been 
fully armed, with instructions to use 
their revolvers if their clubs prove 
useless. His instructions to the offi- 
cers to “be aggressive from the start” 
will doubtless have a distinctly quiet- 
ing effect upon the  anarchistic 
wretches who have brought about a 
virtual reign of terror at Paterson. 

The method which has been adopted 
by Mayor Hinchcliffe is the must 
practicable method of dealing with 
mob violence. It is also the most 
humane method, all things considered. 
It is also the lawful method. Or- 
der must be preserved at all hazards. 
In the preservation of social order 
lies the only hope and guaranty of 
just government, in which the rights 
of all—those of the weak equally with 
those of the strong—shall be re- 
spected. To temporize with a mob 
is to invite the rule of mob law, 
which respects no rights and knows 
no justice. 

The riotous scenes recently enacted 
at Paterson were a disgrace to that 
city and to the State in which it is 
situated. Such scenes are disgraceful 
and not to be tolerated in any civil- 
ized community. In cases where law- 
lessness holds sway, the cause 1s 
usually to be found in the mistaken 
complaisance or the inexcusable dere- 
liction of those in authority. When 
peace officers wink at or compromise 
with lawlessness, the mob-spirit is en- 
couraged, with the almost inevitable 
result that stern repressive measures 
have to be resorted to in the end, 
making the losses of life and property 
much greater than they would have 
been had the lawlessness been firmly 
suppressed in the beginning. — 

Official weakness under conditions 
such as those which prevail at Pater- 
son, would be nothing less than crime. 
The city of Paterson, as is well known, 
is a hot-bed of anarchism. It was 
there that the plot to murder King 
Humbert of Italy was nurtured, if not 
actually planned. It was from Pater- 
son that the cowardly assassin, 
Bresci, departed upon his mission of 
blood. Hundreds of Bresci's fellow- 
anarchists remain in Paterson, and 
they lose no opportunity to propagate 
their monstrous doctrines among 
workingmen who, but for such dia- 
bolical teachings, would be honest 
and law-abiding. 

The necessity for dealing firmly 
with men of this class is apparent. 
The leaders among them are avowed 
breeders of discord and _ sedition. 
They are worse than that; they are 
at heart murderers, and only lack the 
occasion to become murderers in fact, 
as was clearly shown in the frenzied 
rioting of Wednesday. 

The Mayor of Paterson has adopted 
the only practicable method of deal- 
ing with these disturbers. More

FLAT FAILURE. 

While it is the unquestioned right 
of the property owner to build flats 
on his property, for the sake of the 
symmetry of the city and the solid 
comfort of the dwellers within the 
gates of Los Angeles it is to be re- 
gretted that there are so many of 
that sort of structures already built, 
under way and in contemplation. The 
flat was originally designed for a city 
where land was expensive, and it is 
little else than an interloper in a 
city like Los Angeles, where lots can 
be had at not much more than nom- 
inal figures. In this land of bloom 
and blossom, where out of doors !s 
ever lovely, winter and summer, it 
seems extraordinary that people 
should be content to coop themselves 
up in flats and thus deprive them- 
selves of the charms of lawns, flowers 
and fragrance that may, at trifling ex- 
pense and with a minimum of care, 
be made to surround the most inex- 
pensive habitation. Some of the city 
streets are rapidly becoming trans- 
formed into streets lined with flats, 
a notable instance being Flower street 
from Tenth to Washington, where 
there are numbers of these architec- 
tural eyesores already finished, with 
others under way. Thus, we see one 
of the handsomest thoroughfares in 
Los Angeles made commonplace and 
grim—and there are others. While 
it is a fact that tenants are at pres- 
ent to be had for these structures as 
fast as they are completed, there is 
little doubt that the construction of 
trolley lines, with quick service to 
the more distant portions of the city, 
will make these same buildings second- 
ary to the detached cottage, when the 
time comes that there are more 
houses than tenants—a time that comes 
to every city, sooner or later. We 
are convinced that the flat builder 
is making a mistake and that time 
will prove it; all that remains is for 
enough time to elapse to enable the

LIBELOUS LITERATURE? 


The Governor of California and His Libel 
Suit. | 


The people of the State of California, 
as a whoie, are not very much inter- 
ested whether Gage shail win his libel 
suit against J..D. Spreckels and W. 8. 
Leake, or whether he shall lose. But 
the people of the State of California, 
asa whole, and each and every citizen 
of this State, in his own entity, have 
a direct, personal interest in this mat- 
terinthis way: If Henry T. Gage can 
hale J. D. Spreckels and W. 8S. Leake, 
citizens of Francisco, away down 
to a little seaside resort in Los Angeles 
county—which happens to be the par- 
ticular home of Gov. Gage’s particular 
chums and friends—any other citizen 
with plenty of money, such as Gage 
has, can do the same to any other citi- 
zen whom he may accuse of having 
libeled him. 

This is not the: first time this has 
been done in the State of California, 
but it has been, in all cases, a vicious 
precedent.

Call is where the San Francisco Call is 

ublished. If Gage can do these things 

o J. D. Spreckels and W. 8. Leake, 
who have plenty of money with which 
to fight back, he could do the same 
thing to W. 8S. Green of the Colusa 
Sun, or to some other independent and 
fearless journalist, who has not. 

This attempt on the part of Gage to 
bring men hundreds of miles away 
from their home to answer to a libel— 
if any libel there has been—which was 
perpetrated at San Francisco, does not 
seem very much like seeking a vindi- 
cation. It looks more as though Gage 
were determined not so much to vindi- 
cate himself as to put his critics to all 
the expense and trouble possible. 

If Gage shall be permitted to sue J. 
D. Spreckels and W. 8S. Leake outside 
of San Francisco, the suit should be 
commenced in the city of Sacramento, 
which, according to the statutes, is 
the official residence of the Governor. 

But then the statutes can hardly 
count in this matter, for Gov. Gage has 
frequently shown that he is not amen- 
able to them. 

Another point in this connection: 
Why does Gov. Gage bring that suit 
hundreds of miles away from the evi- 
dence? 

The Controller's office and the rec- 
ords at San Quentin will furnish the 
evidence for both sides. 

The Governor has not helped his case 
by getting away from the evidence.—

GAN DIEGO YOUTHS 
FIGHT A DUEL. 


—— 


MOCK ENCOUNTER ON FIELD OF 
HONOR HAS TRAGIC END. 


Cassius Carter, Jr. Shot in Neck by 
Young Harry Nason—Mexican Judge 
Said to Be a Fugitive—Proceedings in 
the Trumbo Case. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
SAN DIEGO, June 19. — A report 
reached this city yesterday from San- 
tee, a small station on the Cuyamaca 
Railway, a few miles east of this city, 
to the effect that Harry Nason, son of 
Arthur G. Nason, had shot his com- 
panion, Cassius Carter, Jr.. son of a 
well-known attorney of this city. The 
report went so far as to state the boys 
had an altercation over some trivial 
matter, and that young Nason fired 
at Carter, carrying away part of the 
latter's jaw. Investigation showed that 
the story reached here in an exagger- 
ated form, but the facts as developed 
later, proved serious enough. The 
boys left here a few days ago to spend 
their vacation on the McKittrick ranch 
in El Cajon Valley. They took with 
them two shotguns, ammunition and 
supplies, and were well equipped for 
a hunting expedition. Becoming tired, 
they sat down in the shade of a tree, 
and their conversation drifted to the 
subject of duelling and men who had 
won renown in that line. Nason, who 
is 15 years of age, suggested to Car- 
ter, who is two years his junior, that 
they fight a duel. Carter at once en- 
thused over the idea, and it was ar- 
ranged that they should fight at 100 
paces. They measured the distance, 
and they were under the impression 
that the shot would not carry that far. 
They took their positions, and the word 
was given: “Ready, aim, fire!” The 
two weapons were discharged, 
Carter went dawn. Nason thought 
this was part of the play, and he fell 
to the ground also. But an instané 
later Carter cried out that he was shot. 
Nason was badly frightened, but 
went to Carter’s assistance. Investi- 
gation showed that six shot had en- 
tered Carter’s neck, but had not caused 
a serious wound; and he will soon re- 
gain his normal condition, without per- 
manent injury. 
ALLEGED FUGITIVE. 
Alfonso Fuentes, a well-known judge 
of Tia Juana, who was in this city a 
few days ago, is reported to have gone 
to Central America to escape extra- 
dition by the Mexican authorities, who, 
it is alleged, have sentenced him to 
sixteen years’ Imprisonment. The ex- 
act charge against Fuentes is not 
known here. but it relates to smug- 
gling contraband Chinese. The judge's 
brother was implicated tn the business, 
and, it is said. has been sentenced to 
eight years in prison. While their case 
was pending the brothers were out on 
$2000 bail each. The brother was 
thrown in jail, but Alfonso is said to 
have received a_ friendly tip and 
jumped his bond, coming to this city, 
whence he has mysteriously disap- 
and it is reported that he is 
on his way to Central America. 
THE TRUMBO 
The hearing in the Trum case, 
relation to claims against the Golden 
Cross Mining Company, goes merrily 
on. Various creditors yesterday had 
claims amounting to mearly $50,000 
against the mining company sustained 
by the court, and it was ruled tha 
these claims were lawfully a lien upon 
the property. Efforts to have these 
claims ruled out were not successful. 
In the afternoon Attorney Shaw called 
for Mr. Trumbo to take the stand. A 
warm wrangle ensued between Short- 
ridge and the opposing attorneys, but 
after considerable argument the court 
overruled Shortridge, and Trumbo was 
placed on the stand. Trumbo pe 
questioned regarding checks that 
been given for various articles, and for 
which no vouchers had been filed. 
first check was for $20, in favor of 
Bower Bros., and for which Trumbo 
stated that lace curtains had been pur- 
chased and taken to the mines. The 
item was allowed. The next check was 
for $150, which Trumbo said had been 
used in purchasing mileage tickets, 
which were used by himse-f and attor- 
ney. He also stated that the tickets 
had been used by other persons. Judge 
Torrance was not quite satisfied with 
this, and tntimated that he might disal- 
low it. Other checks were taken up 
and passed upon, and taken under ad- 
visement.

STAMP FAD. 


English Collectors Just Now Making 
a Specialty of Those of the Vic- 
torian Era. 


{London Era:] Many celebrated 


stamp collectors are just now concen- 
trating their energies on collections of 
stamps of the Victorian era. Such a 
collection possesses singular interest, 
for it will not only illustrate the art- 
istic progress that has been de in 
designs since the inauguration of the 
postage stamp, but it will also dem- 
onstrate in a fascinating fashion the 
expansion of the British empire. 

“I take it there were about twenty 
thousand distinct and representative 
issues throughout the British empire 
during the reign of Queen Victoria,” 
said F. R. Ginn, the well-known stamp 
dealer of 143 Strand, W. C., to an Ex- 
press representative. ‘“This number,” he 
added, ‘“‘does not, ‘of course, include 
variations of type or varieties rare on 
account of a misprint or other trivial 
peculiarity. Already there is a run on 
Victorian stamps of a high value. For 
instance, a canceled five-pound stamp 
selling a few weeks ago at 25s is now 
worth 35s. An absolutely perfect col- 
lection of the Victorian era would have 
to include a British Guinea pink cir- 
cular stamp, which it is practically im- 
possible to purchase in the vpen mar- 
ket, and the Mauritius postoffice 
stamp, which is worth several hundred 
pounds sterling. 

“Among stamp collectors there is a 
growing tendency to specialize. I have 
found that the demand for foreign 
stamps has been growing less for some 
time past, whereas British colonial 
stamps have never been so greatly 
fought after. As almost every culony, 
dependency and outlying province of 
the British empire has its own issue 
on which the sovereign’s head rp- 
pears, the accession of King Edward 
will practically inaugurate an entirely 
new epoch im philately. I have re- 
ceived demands from ‘all parts of the 
empire for the new issues of English 
stamps. 

“It isa noteworthy fact that along- 
side this increasing demand for cc'!cnial 
stamps is an equally great one for 
those of the United States. We an- 
ticipate a big demand for the rew 
American stamp bearing the head of 
the late President McKinley. Among 
the other new stamp issues probable 
in 1902 are those of Germany, neces- 
sitated by the kingdom of Wurtem- 
burg relinquishing its rights to issue 
its own stamps. The Russian govern- 
ment, it seems, has decided to have a 
new issue, the occasion being to mark 
the 200th anniversary of the founda- 
tion of St. Petersburg. Prince Ferdi- 
nand's head will soon figure on the 
stamps of Bulgaria in place of the lion 
familiar to the collector. A _ special 
coronation stamp will be issued, too, 
when the young King Alfonso of 
Spain is crowned.

A Blind Stenographer. 


Many excellent suggestions for help- 
ing the blind were made at yesterday's 
conference in the Church House, but 
none appealed more eloquently to a 
thoroughly representative gathering of 
people interested in the blind than 
the presence at the reporters’ table of 
a blind stenographer, who, with a re- 
cently-invented machine before him, 
took a verbatim report of each speech 
in turn. Two years ago a “Braille 
Magazine” offered a prize for the best 
system of shorthand for the blind. 
Henry Stainsby, general superintend- 
ent of the institution for the blind, 
Edgbaston, and four others, put their 
heads together, competed, and won. 
The shorthand used is bullt up upon 
several systems adapted to the Braille 
method of dots. These dots are em- 
bossed by the machine, which is noise- 
less, upon paper tape. This flows out 
into a basket, to be read back by the 
fingers of the stenographer, and _ re- 
corded on a_ typewriter.—-[London 
Chronicle.

Without a moment's Jelay he threw 
all his energies, his time end bis for- 
tune into the equipment of an aimed 
force in St. Louis, organized ments, 
paid out of his private neans thetr 
arms and uniforms, drilled them inces- 
santiy and finally, on the 1¢th of May, 
1861. led them to the Confederate

it possible to save the Union iteelf. 
Seldom has man been confronted with 
a dilemma so complex, #0 far-reach- 
ing in its ramifications, of such com- 
manding import both to himself and 
to his people. Never did man meet a 
difficult situation with more calmness, 
courage and disinterested patriotism. -

RECONSTRUCTION TYRANNY. 
With the organization of the First 
Missouri Light Artillery, Frank RBlair 
was made its first colonel. It was the 
child of his loins. Every man in it was 
his devoted friend. ey we uni- 
formed, armed and drilled at his (x- 
pense, and nct a man in the regiment 
but idolized him with a devotion 
equaled only by that of the soldiers 
of Robert E. Lee for that illustrious 
leader. All through the fighting in 
Missouri, at Shiloh and Donaldson, 
then in command of the Fifteenth 
Corps, in the Vicksburg campaign, he 
served with distinguished bravery and 
success. After a short interim, in 
which he served in Congress as chair- 
tran of the House Committee on Mil- 
‘tary Affairs, he returned to the serve 
ice and in command of the Seventeenth 
. rmy Corps fought through the bat- 
tles of Chickamauga and Atlanta, and 
thence with Sherman to the sea, Mus- 
tered out in 1865, he returned to Mis- 
souri to find ertablished an oligarchy 
of Republican politicians who soon aft- 
erward fettered the people of the State 
with the infamous proscriptive Drake 
constitution adopted in that year. Un- 
der the cruel and vindictive provisions 
of this instrument, not only those who 
had taken active part in the rebellion, 
but all who aided and abetted or even 
sympathized with the lost cause were 
deprived of their franchise. and even 
in many cases of the right to follow 
their lawful vocations. Broken in spirit 
and ruined in their fortunes, those who 
had valiantly done battle for the cause 
in which they believed returned to 
find themselves stripped of their prop- 
erty and deprived of the means of live- 
lihood. The Republican domination of 
Missouri wWas'‘as brutally tfrannical 
as the rule of the Council of Ten in 
Venice or the Huguenot proscription of 
France. 
COULD NOT SUPPORT INJUSTICE. 
The innate love of justice, the chival- 
ric devotion to the right which ani- 
mated the soul of Frank P. Blair, re- 
volted at this rank and unfeeling des- 
potism and again he was confronted 
with the necessity of making a mo- 
mentous decision. To remain with the 
Republican party, with -which he bad 
necessarily acted until the war irsue 
was settled, was to countenance the 
intolerable oppression of the prople in 
the city and State of his adoption, 
whom he loved with the ardor cf the 
highest patriotism. To stand by, in- 
active, and see men of high character 
and splendid valor who had hut fol- 
lowed the dictates of their own con- 
science, dragged at the chariot wheels 
of Republican carpet-bagegers, like cap- 
tives chained to the wheels of Roman 
conquerors, was to him impossible. 
Like all truly brave men he loved ccur- 
age and could not abide the sufferings

before him, well nigh assured, in the 
Republican party. In the four years 
since he had been identified with that 


| party, he had proved himself to be not 


only a gallant soldier, but a states- 
man, wise in the councils of State, far- 
freeing in his political wisdom and 


equipped to deal with the great na- 


tional problems which the war kad 
brought on. With a laudable «mbition 
to serve his country burning in his 
breast, he saw that to follow the 
promptings of his heart and conscience 
meant the end of a brilliant political 
career. 

FOUGHT ODIOUS LEGISLATION.

CHANCE TO GO BACK. 


Filkins, Ex-Convict Labor-bureau 
Shark, Arrested on Charge of Petty 
Larceny With Prior Conviction. 


Charles W. Filkins, whose connec- 
tion with an outfit that swindled labor- 
ing men and others by operating a 
false employment bureau in the Temple 
Block, was exposed by The Times a 
week ago, an@ who was released from 
San Quentin penitentiary last Jan- 
uary after having served five years for 
burglary, is again in jail. From the 
evidence which the detectives have 
against him, they say he stands an ex- 
cellent chance of again serving the 
State for his board and clothes. He is 
charged with petty larceny, with a 
prior conviction, which under the laws 
of California constitutes a felony. If 
he is convictetl the minimum sentence 
he can receive is five years’ imprison- 
ment, and he may get fourteen years, 

Several weeks ago Filkins became 
the champion of Mrs. Jennie B. Ten- 
nant, when she was having trouble 
with George Larkin and causi a 
scandal which was the taik of all Pico 
Heights. Larkin was sentenced to six 
months in the City Jail for having bat- 
tered Mrs. Tennant, and since Larkin 
has been in jail Filkins has been a 
frequent visitor at the home of Mrs.

Fiendish Mania of Male 
Night Prowler. 


Mission Worker Almos 


Beaten to Death. 


Notorious “Bull” White ‘Sus- 
pected of Committing 
the Atrocities, 


John, alias “Bull” White, a notorious 
character, was arrested late last night 
on suspicion of being. the author of a 
series of fiendish crimes. Within a 
few weeks three defenseless women 
have been brutally assauited on ‘he 
Streets at night by an .unknown 
prowler. Each victim was unamerci- 
fully beaten, but in no case was there 
an attempt at criminal assault. Rob- 
bery was‘ not the motive, for nothing 
was stolen, and the police have been 
completely baffled in their hunt for 
clews. It was believed that the villain 
must be a lunatic with a mania’ for 
woman-beating. 

Mrs. Kate A. Dripps, a widow, aged 
50 years, residing with her sons at 
No. 165 South Avenue 18, is the latest 
victim of the mysterious slugger of 
women. Since Wednesday evening 
she has lain at her home so ill from 
her wounds and the nervous’ shock 
that her physicians have forbidden 
even her closest friends to see her. 
The poor woman’s eyes are swollen 
completely shut, and her face is a 
mass of painful bruises. The physi- 
clans say her condition is serious. 

“Bull” White is suspected of being 
the assailant of Mrs. Dripps, as he 
answers the description she gave im- 
mediately after the assau!t. From his 
record and general reputation the d@e- 
tectives believe he would not hesitate 
at such a crime. The prisoner has 
been out of Whittier Reform Scrool 
less than two years. When he was 
taken into custody by Detective Kelly 
he assumed a dogged air, and refused 
to answer any questions. The  de- 
tectives will not disclose what evi- 
dence they have, but Capt. Bradish 
said he believed White is the author 
of all of the recent assau!ts. 

The attack on Mrs. Driops was es- 
pecially cowardly and atrocious. She 
is an active worker in the mission on 
San Fernando street, and spends most 
of her time-.in relieving distress in 
that part of the city. She does not 
know that she has an enemy inthe 
world. In “Sonoratown’’ are many 
families she has comforted in times of 
trouble and bereavement, and she is 
very popular among the poorer 
classes, he is about the last person 
who would be expected to be made the 
victim of a brutal assault. 

Wednesday evening Mrs. Dripps at- 
tended services at the mission, and 
about 9:30 o'clock started home. On the 

ney-avenue viaduct she passed a 
young man, and near the eastern end 
of the structure he caught up with her. 
Suddenly turrirg, and without speak- 
ing a word he struck her in the face, 
breaking her jaw and knocking her 
down. He continued to beat and kick 
her. She screamed for help, and a man 
going by on a bicycle, instead of assist- 
ing her, rode in search of a policeman. 
She did not lose consciousness, and 
asked her as*ailant what he wanted. 
His answer was another blow. Sh 
begged him to leave her, and offere.. 
him what little money she had, if rob- 
bery was his motive, but he did not 
take it. Seizing her by the shoulders, 
he dragged her a considerable dis- 
tance. She asked if he intended to kill 
her, and he replied that he did not. 
She told him that if he would let her 
up she would go directly home, and this 
he agreed to, warning her not to 
scream. As she neared her home he 


disappeared in the undergrowt near 
the river. 
Mrs. Dripps was half dead from 


fright and her injuries. The potice in 
East Los Anrge.es were notified, but 
for come reason police headquarters re- 
ceived no notice until yesterday morn- 
ing. The description the injured wom- 
an wag able to give was necessarily 
very unsatisfactery. She says he was 
under 25 years of age, of medium height 
and fairly well dressed. 

A similar assault was committed a 
few weeks ago only a few blocks from 
the scene of the latest. Mrs. Holcomb 
was approached from behind by @ 
young man, who knocked her down. 
She had corsiderable money in her 
purse, but her assailant made no at- 
tempt to rob her. A few days Sater 
a woman was assaulted on East Ninth 
street, knocked down and beaten al- 
most at her own gate. 

These assaults lead to the belief that 
the whole truth was not learned in the 
case of Mme. Sormano, who died from 


injuries received in a mysterious man- 
ner near her home on Macy street. She 
was found lying on the sidewalk, un- 
conscious, by two young men, and it 
was announced 
while walking home. She died the next 
day from concussion of the brain, with- 
out having been able to give a con- 
nected statement as to how she had 
been injured. The case was investi- 
magn by the Coroner, and it was taken 
or granted that she had falien. There 
are those who believe that she was the 
victim of an assailant, possibly this 
one. 


RICHARD LETTS 


FATHER OF PROPRIETOR OF BIG 
LOS ANGELES STORE. 
Family With Remarkable History Ex- 
- tending Back Nearly Four Centuries— 
Eight Former Richards Sleep Side by 
Side in Southampton Cemetery. 


Arthur Letts, proprietor of the 
Broadway Department Store, received 
a cablegram yesterday morning from 
Northampton, Eng., announcing the 
death of his father, Richard Letts, 
aged 76 years. Mr. Letts and his 
mother had just returned from a seven 
week's trip through the East. 

The history of the Letts family is a 
remarkable ene. Richard Letts was 


ton, and he will be ninth Richard Letts 
of an unbroken line to be buried in 
the Holdenby churchyard. Side by 
side in the shadow of the Southampton 
chapel are eight gravestones, and each 
one bears the name Richard Letts, 
Nearest to the little stone church and 
weather-stained with 350 years of ex- 
posure to the elements, the siab of 
marble above the grave of the first 
Richard Letts bears the date 1565. And 
so on, generation after generation, the 
Richards of the Letts family followed 
each other to the churchyard, and into 
each newly-made grave a Richard was 
laid who was the eldest son of his 
predecessor. 

For wearly four hundred years the 
chronicles of the Letts family have 
been preserved, and Lodge, 
the birthplace of the first Richard and 
of many a succeeding one, is still the 
home of the famiiy. This house was 
first built in the year 1600, but was 
afterward restored, in 1565, the stones 
used in the rebuilding being taken 
from Holdenby House, made famous 
by White Meiville’s novel of that name, 
In this house Charles I Was imprisoned 
by Cromwell after the battle of Nase- 
by, and here the dethroned monarch 
paced the lonely hours until a path 
had been worn by his feet into the 
stone floor. From here he was taken 
to London to be executed. Some of 
these stones, whereon the unfortunate 
Charles trod so impatiently, were re- 
moved to Holdenby Lodge and the nine 
generations that succeeded the first 
Richard Letts have obliterated that 
historic path and worn the stones 
smoothe and level. 

+ Om one end of this house there is a 
tone bearing the tnscription, “Edward 

Letts, A. D. 1500." This subject of 
Henry VIII was the real founder of 
the Letts family, as it has existed for 
four centuries and owned broad and 
fertile acres, which have never left the 
family. 

Many children have n born to the 
children’s children of e first Letts, 
but the Richards have inherited the 
old homestead, and the oldest son of a 
Richard has always borne that name. 
Not the least remarkable part of this 
history is that the oldest child has been 
a boy from the first generation. When 
the late Richard Letts died the first 
break was made in a family of .ten 


whose ages range from 25 to 50 years. 
Shortly before his death, Mr. Letts 
had been to London to bid his brother 


| good-by, as he was coming to Los An- 


eles to visit his wife and son, but 
while in the world’s metropolis he con- 
tracted a cold from which he did not 
recover. He died on the fortieth birth- 
day of his son Arthur, and leaves a 
widow and ten children.

SIX-STORY BLOCK 
FOR VEGETARIANS. 


HANDSOME six-story brick block 
will soon be built on the northwest 
corner of Second and Hill streets 
by the Medical, Missionary and Benev- 
olent Association of California, if pres- 
ent plans are carried out. The build- 
ing will be used for office rooms and 
for the needs of the association. The 
lower floor will be taken up with a 
vegetarian sanitarium restaurant, and 
a large number of the rooms will be set 
apart for the treatment of patients. 
The site upon which the building is 
to stand is owned by the association. 
The block is to cost about $125,000. The 
lot has a 120-foot frontage on Hill 
street and sixty-two feet on Second 
street. The California association is a 
branch of the Battle Creek Sanita- 
rium Company of Michigan, and there 
is plexty of money back of the scheme, 
but it has not yet been determined 
by the board of managers whether the 
funds of the association will be put into 
it or whether local capitalists will be 
induced to build the block on a long 
lease. In case the management is not 
successful in carrying out the latter 
plan, the association will do its own

is made by the health-

erection of a sanitarium of a nature 
and on a scale similar to the Michigan 
institution, but has so far been un- 
successful owing to the price at which | 
land is held. Within the present year | 
it is thought, however, that a suitable | 
location will be found, and then the 
Hill-street building will be used only 
for the restaurant and offices. .

Like wildfire this shocking intelli- 
gence flew about the streets yesterday

The triumph of the Prohibition part 
could not have caused a greater eensa- 


‘tion in the liquor world. Brewers be- 


gan figuring on how much they would 
be able to realize on their plants. Sa- 
loon keepers speculated on how long it 
would be before they could get back on 
city jobs. Barkeepers resigned theme 
selves to the fate of returning to work 
at the trades they followed before they 
became so popular. . 

Then a second bulletin was issued 
which brought a little relief. It was dis- 
covered that not all beer is to be 
attacked; that only “unfair’’ beer is to 
be put down. This reassurance lifted a 
heavy load from the hearts of the rank 
and file of the unions, for they had de- 
pressing visions of paying heavy fines 
imposed by the Boycott Committee, 
which in addition to Police Court costs 
and incidentals would make lager 
jags an tmpossible luxury. — 

The boycott has not yet been “offi- 
clally” announced; but the threat of 
one has been made to local brewers. 
The trouble is over a demand for in- 
creased pay and shorter working hours 
by the bottlers. Every brewery on the 
Coast has refused to accede to the re- 
quest, and the labor bosses are “up & 
stump” as to how to proceed. To hoy- 
cott alli beer would of course hb? ri- 
diculous’y impracticable, and to «ingle 
out a few firms would so very une 
fair as to kill any hope of success.

STRONG INDICATIONS OF A LIGHT- 
OIL FIELD THERE. 
State Mining Bureau to Issue a Bul- 
letin on the Territory Near Santa | 
Monica—Fire at S. P. Well—About | 
Boulder District. 


Indications of petroleum on the Mal- 
ibu ranch and the coast country for | 
several miles west of Santa Monica 
will furnish the material for a specia: 
bulletin now being prepared by the 
State Mining Bureau. Through its min- 
eralogist in the field, Dr. Stephen Bow- 
ers, the bureau has collected valuable 
data relative to the formation and evl- 
dence of petroleum, which it will soon 
be able to give out. 

For several weeks a competent min- 
eralogist has been engaged in making 
a thorough examination of this unde- 


long and five or six wide. Beside 
seepages, shale, sandstone, conglomer- 


deposits, gas bilewouts have been 
found. But the most important dis- . 
covery is black shale, with seams of | 
paraffine wax and lime. Assays of 
this show that it carries seventy-one 
ounces of paraffine to the ton, and from 
this showing experts are of the opin- 
ion that if oil is found it will be of a 
paraffine base. 

Dr. Bowers, when seen yesterday, W.1s 
reluctant to speak of the result of his 
investigation until after the bureau had 
issued its bulletin oh the field. He 
stated that it was the only field in 
the State that he has visited where 
indications of finding Ught paraffine 
oil are so encouraging. In Carbon, 
Santa Cruz and Decker Cafions oil 
shale and rich seepages are in evi- 
dence, and the prospects are that oi! 
will be found at no greater depth than 
800 toa 900 feet. This opinion is sup- 
ported by Prof. F. B. Comstock and 
Prof. W..C. Werick, well-known min- 
eralogists that have visited the field. 

As yet no well has been drilled to 
test the country, but it is now a mat- 
ter of a few days when the first at- 
tempt to find oil there will be under 


way. F. H. Rindge. owner of the 
well-known Malibu ranch, ts to pio- 
neer a corner of his property. A der- 


rick is now being built at the mouth 
of Suma. Cafion. two miles north of 
Point Duma, and as soon as it is com- 
pleted a drilling rig will be installed. 
The location is near tidewater, and al- 
though the indications of oil are not 
as flattering as they are farther hack 
in the country the chances of making 
a strike are coneidered excellent. 

Government improvements will also 
soon be made on Point Duma, as plans 
are now being prepared for the con- 
lighthouse and wharf.

Wilmington Transportation Company’s

Wilmington citizens ore also 
talking High School, and Lincoln hes 
expressed itself on the subject very 
forcibly, so much so that rather than 
continue to pay railroad fare and board 
in order to keep their children in Los 
Angeles schools, several families have 
left Lincoln and taken up residene in 
the city. A solution of the problem 
would be for these three communities 
to erect a joint Bligh School building 
on land situated as nearly equi-tlistant 
as conditions will admit. Such an ar- 
rangement, I think, would be very sat- 
isfactory to all parties concern?4. Hcw- 
ever, I avould like to see San Pedro 
have its own building. A tri-town #r- 
rangement would admit of a more per- 
fect arrangement, and .an amalgam.- 
tion of that character would justify 
the beilef that better results could be 
obtained.” 

A‘ consensus of opinion leaves little 
doubt that the ¢ citizens of 
Pedro want a High School. Whether 
they will consider a proposition for a 
joint institution with Wilmington and 
Lincoln remains to be seen. It will 
also halve to be asertained just how 
the towns named will view the plan. 
If San Pedro offers such a proposal it 
may be the means of eventually wovirg 
and Winning these places ints a chunge 
of name. Greater San Pedro would 
not sound half bad.

Esau Wears Fashionable Clothes, Has 
a Diamond-filled Tooth, and _ Good 


Table Manners. 


{Baltimore Sun.] Capt. C. W. de 
Lancier, owner, trainer and personal 
friend of Esau, the “man monkey,” at 
the Maryland Exposition, is conducting 
a series of experiments with a view of 
learning the monkey language 

The ape is a most popular feature of 
the Exposition Midway, and it is s:!- 
dom that his bcoth is not crowd 4. 
The monkey likes visitors, as a rule, 
when he is feeling well and willingly 
exhibits his accomplishments. He is 
fond of ladies and children, but men 
very often make him “tired,” and he 
frankly shows his feelings. He is not 
a hypocrite, and positively refuses to 
shake hands with a visitor to whom he 
has taken a dislike. 

Esau is now about 3 years old and 
a member of the chimpanzee tribe of 
Eastern Central Africa. His mother 
was killed by natives when he was a 
year old, Capt. De Lancier, ‘who was 
exploring the country, happened to le 
in the neighborhood, took a fancy to 
the poor little orphan and adoodted nin. 
The ape returns § the kindness shown 
him by a devotion that is almoat hu- 
man, and his confidence in his master 
is supreme. He would, prob-

gan For some time it seemed that tie 
transition from his native tropical for- 
ests to the erratic climate of America 
would cut short a promising simian ca- 
reer, but by exercising constant care 
and keeping him from the slightest 
cold Capt. De Lancier has preserved 
the life of his pet. With equal care and 
good fortune in the future Esau should 
live to be 40 or 45 years old. 

Esau took kindly to the process of 
education, although at first he strongly 
objected to the garb of civilization, 
preferring the attire which nature had 
provided him. Capt. De Lancier had 
considerable difficulty in getting him to 
wear clothes, but one day the ape, 
attired in a dress suit, saw himself in 
a mirror, and since then he is not 
happy unless well dressed. During the 
afternoons Esau receives callers in an 
up-to-date cutaway suit and 
later dons evening dress. e is pur- 
ticular about his linen and doesn’t lice 
it soiled. He has mastered most of th» 
intricacies of ‘his toilet, and every 
morning carefully brushes his hair be- 
fore a mirror. He hasn't learned to 
shave yet, but he is still young. 

The ape has a number of ways of 
entertaining visitors. He plays on a 
small plano, works a typewriter and 
spars and wresties with Willy Wash- 
ington. Willy is a coal black African 
about his own age and size and 
regarded by Psau as his private prop- 
erty. The ape is stronger than the; lit- 
tle derky, and the latter is sometinu s 
rather severely pounded. Esau 
owns a dog, and playing with Rover ti; 
one of his delights. He has recently 
added impersonations to his repertoire 
and appears as “Oom Paul Kruger,” 4 
s-olding old woman and a plantation 
slave of the olden time. 

About a year ago the ape was 
troubled by a defective tooth. Capt. 
De Lancier took him to a dentist in 
Buffalo and had the tooth filled with 
gold and a diamond set in the filling. 
Esau is very proud of this tooth and 
likes to have people examine it. He is 
also the happy possessor of a diamond 
ring and a gold ring, and does not re- 
gard his toilet as complete without one 
of them. 

Esau is an early riser, and usually 
takes a morning walk about the ex- 
position grounds. potatoes, 
bananas and oranges are his principal 
diet.- He uses a knife and fork deftly 
and correctly. He has developed a 
taste for tea, which he gravely stirs 
with a spoon. He will attempt to do 
nearly everything he sees Capt. De 
Lancier do, and in that way learned 
most of his tricks.

ZONA APACHES FEARED.

Redskins Complain of Poor Crop Con- 
ditions—Residents of the White Moun- 
tain Reservation Prophesy an Outbreak 
and All Its Direful Consequences. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

SOLOMONVILLE (Ariz.) June 17.— 
Speculation is rife concerning the man- 
ner in which the Apache Indians of 
the White Mountain reservation will 
stand the cutting off of their rations. 
The last distribution is on June 27, 
after which only a few designated In- 
dians, old or infirm, will be fed. The 
beef contract, which called for 1,300,000 
pounds last year, has been cut to 100,- 
000 pounds, only enough for the agency 
employés and school children. The In- 
dians are fully informed in the prem- 
ises, and, naturally, are much dissat- 
isfied. They complain, with some show 
of season, that while they are expected 
to be farmers, there is no water for 
them in the Gila, and no crops can be 
assured without irrigation. 

The crops this year are very poor, 
though the government has provided 
several new and well-constructed 
ditches. A few of the redskins find 
work along the railroad, but they have 
been fed too long and\are too nomadic 
by instinct to take ndly to steady 
labor. Yet it is agreed by those best 
posted that some fofm of revenue-pro- 
ducing work must be provided or the 
rations restored for a time, till the 
passing of the drought. The Pimas, 
with infinitely better capabilities as 
bread winners, are suffering now, and 
will have to be fed in part before the 
end of the year. 

The railroad agent at San Carlos and 
many other residents of the reserva- 
tion are expressing themselves as fear- 
ful of the immediate future. They 
even prophesy an outbreak, in which 
the Indians will destroy the agency 
and much of the raltlroad, and will 
then take to the warpath. Others, 
more conservative, believe that the 
river Apaches will necessarily take to 
the hills, where they can secure f 
in the way of game and roots and ber- 
ries, with the addition of an occasional 
steer from the herds allowed to graze 
on the reservation. : 

It is told also that Agent Corson has 
been extremely severe with the In- 
dians, and has denied them permission 
to visit the neighboring towns- of the 


dispose of baskets and other aboriginal 
wares. The Apaches are the best 
basket-makers in the West, and @ 
fraction of the tribe might exist 
through this industry. The condition 
of the Apaches around Fort Apache is 
said to be much better than that of 
those about San Carlos. The Indians 
of the former division are supplying 
the fort with hay, corn and w , and 
are thus making even more money 
than their needs require. The military 

t at San Carlos was abandoned last 
year, but the post commanders at Fort 
Grant and Fort Apache are fully in- 
formed of the situation, and will be 
prepared to cope with trouble if it 
comes. 


CATTLE FALL IN WELL 

At Sheriff Parks'’s ranch in Whitlock 
Cienega, near this point, water is sup- 
plied the cattle from a large, though 
relatively shallow well. A week ago 
the pump got out of order, and it was 
several days before it could be re- 
paired. In the meantime the thirsty 
cattle broke down the fence and wildly 

lunged into the well after water. 

ithin a few hours, the well was 
choked with carcasses. When the 
ranch hands returned, they found over 
thirty head of cattle dead in the well, 
and many others badly injured. 

Another well experience of Sheriff 
Parks about the same time happened 
in the Ash Peak district, near Duncan, 
where the tools in a deep well he was 
drilling penetrated an intensely hot 
stratum of earth. It is gravely told 
that the heat was so great as to take 
the temper from the drills. Soon after 
a strong flow of hot water was struck, 
of excellent quality when cooled. The 
Sheriff is inclined to believe he has 
struck a volcano, as the water is 
highly charged with gas, and hisses 
and boils as it comes from the well.
